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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue the prior arts presented in the 
Final Rejection does not teach: 1 ) internal data model mapped to the Manager 2) Object Classes part of the Data Model operated by the 
Agent. Examiner respectfully disagree. Examiner direct Applicants to the Response to Arguments made in the Final Rejection and further 
point out that the Wilson reference does teach a Manager in the managing system manage a set of objects controlled from the managing 
system. The manager simply sends out operation orders to the managing systems which further imply the operations objects sent by the 
manager is independent to the managing systems. These managed objects are further mapped with resources in the managed system. 
Examiner interprets if there is mapping between the managed objects and resources obviously imply a data model is present. Although 
Wilson does not explicitly teach the types of objects used in the data model, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art for 
Wilson to implement the same objects taken from the 3GPP TS 3.172 specification and map those objects to the resources of Wilson's 
system to provide subscription provisioning.
